As most residents are aware, Bar Hill's official fiftieth 
birthday will be on 1st April next year. On this date in 
1966, the area comprising Bar Hill was severed from 
Dry Drayton and became a parish in its own right. 

It had been the intention that the 2016 Fete should 
commemorate the occasion. However, some residents 
have pointed out that previous commemorations have 
been held to celebrate when the first residents moved 
into the village, 24th May 1967. Accordingly, to avoid 
confusion, it has been decided to delay the Golden 
Jubilee Fete until July 2017. It is hoped, nevertheless, that 
residents and village organisations will hold special events 
next April to mark the village's official Jubilee.

This month County Councillors approved the appointment 
of Gillian Beasley as Interim Chief Executive of the Council - 
to be shared with Peterborough City Council who also 
approved the proposal. Mark Lloyd, outgoing Chief 
Executive, was thanked for his service to the Council and it 
was hoped he would be a good friend to Cambridgeshire 
when he takes up his new role as Chief Executive of the 
Local Government Association. 

The Council has received notification from the Local 
Government Boundary Commission for England that it is 
going to delay publishing its final recommendations for 
electoral arrangements until November. These were due to 
be published in September. Numerous submissions from 
across the county have been received and more time is 
needed to look at the evidence. The proposal on which the 
Commission consulted moved Boxworth and Lolworth 
from Bar Hill Division into a division with Cambourne and I 
asked that this be re considered. 

You will have seen in the news that an inspection report 
has put Addenbrooke's Hospital into 'special measures'. 

The County Council was quick to correct a statement made 
on BBC Radio 4 that 200 people were occupying beds in 
Addenbrooke's due to social care delays. The Council 
reassured older people and their families that there is no 
current problem involving delayed transfers and that 
generally less than 10 beds are occupied by people waiting 
for adult social care. 

I am pleased to say that Bar Hill Library is to receive an 
update. All the shelves are to be replaced by a type that will 
allow more flexibility in the way that the library space can 
be used. The work is to be carried out during the week 
commencing 9 November. The library will be closed 
Monday to Saturday inclusive but the Post Office will 
remain open. 

Thank you everyone who takes the trouble to contact me. I 
am always pleased to hear your views and, if you would like 
to know more about what's happening at the County 
Council, I will add you to the email circulation fof the full 
report I Write monthly for parish councils.

Streetlights - the County Council is proposing to turn off 
nearly 550 street lights in Bar Hill, including the perimeter 
road, between midnight and 6am, in order to further 
reduce energy costs. The Parish Council strongly objects to 
this, but has decided that if this goes ahead, in the 
interests of health and safety and to help prevent crime, 
the Parish Council must contribute, at a cost of at least 
£6,700. 

Hedge and tree maintenance - demand for maintenance 
continues to rise as the trees of Bar Hill mature. This 
accounts for half of the Council's annual expenditure. Lots 
of you keep the vegetation down around your fences and 
gates and we thank you for that. It helps us all, including 
visually enhancing for passers-by. If you are unsure about 
your boundaries and what you can or can't cut back, many 
questions about trees and hedges are answered on South 
Cambs Council's website: www.scambs.gov.uk/content/ 
trees-faas, or you can contact the Parish Council office. 
Parking- in all areas of the village there has been an 
increase in complaints about inconsiderate parking. There 
is also an increase in vehicles parking on green amenity 
spaces. Bar Hill Parish Council does not tolerate the 
parking of vehicles on these areas and people will be 
asked to move their vehicles. It damages the ground and 
causes an obstruction, making grass cutting more difficult, 
and looks unsightly. Another regular complaint is about 
some of the blocks of garages and surrounding areas not 
being kept to a good state of repair. 

Street numbering - over the next few weeks the Cou ncil 
will be re-erecting some of the missing street-numbering 
signs. 

Autumn Litter Pick - thank you to everyone who gave 
their time and helped with this on 10th October. Let us all 
make an effort to keep Bar Hill tidy now; our new covered 
top bins have been installed around the village to stop 
rubbish blowing out-or the birds unpacking them!
